THE ATHENIAN OATH STILL LIVES! 


Some years ago the Service Bureau for Classical Teachers had a 
wall poster printed containing in large type a free translation of 
the Oath of the Young Men of Athens. This has had a wide 
circulation. It appears on the walls not only of the rooms of 
classical teachers, but of libraries as well, and what is still more 
interesting, it often plays a prominent part in civic centers. 
Probably all persons who see the New York City papers read the 
account of the recent inauguration of Mr. La Guardia as Mayor 
of the city and noted the fact that he quoted the Athenian Oath 
as expressive of his ideals of civic duty. He followed the version 
of the free translation sent out by the Bureau. This poster may 
be secured for 40 cents plus postage.
